Catholic Bishops On Racism

Saturday, February 23, | was in flight 
to Kansas City, Missouri.

‘Now Is Our Time,’ 


CMACAO Speake

“At the dawn of each new 
decade, we pause to reflect 
on where we have been and 
to conjecture about where 
we might go,” Dr. Charles

CMACAO Dinner. 

“We stand today.in the 
sunset of the Twentieth 
Century. Our attention is 
tugged by the hostages in 

the Russian invasion 


of Atghanistan, the emerg-

“The power of Black 
Reconstruction meant not 
only progress in high pla- 
ces. But to thousands of 
worn and weary Black 
women bent over washtubs 
and their mates who toiled 
in the hot and dusty cotton 
fields--it meant hope for 
their sons and daughters,” 
Taylor asserted. 

But according to him, 
“Enforcement of the laws 
of the United States of 
Amefica became _a_cha- 
rade. The 14th and 15th 
Amendments became 
involved in enormously 
complicated legal pro- 
cesses involving police- 
men, layers and layers of 
lawyers and judges and the 
expenditures of thousands 
of dollars in legal fees.”

“This was a time of trou- 
ble in the nation. A time of 
obstacles at every turn. Yet 
a time of great demand for 
men and women, Black and 
white, with trained minds 
and developed character.

“We stand here today in 
the sunset of the Twentieth 
Century...But as we stand 
here and now we sense that 
the mood of_the nation is 
shifting again.

“Enforcement of the laws

“The Bakkes, the Webers 
and their supporters are 
attempting to forge yet 
another era of Jim Crow. 
An era in which the basis 
for exclusion from the 
rights guaranteed by the 
Constitution of these Uni- 
ted States and paid for by 
the blood, sweat and tears 
of our foreparents is shift- 
ing from race to so-called 
‘qualifications,’ he added. 

“As the glow of justice 
grows dimmer in the face of 
a deteriorating economy

and the increasing non- 
adherance to the standards 
of law and morality, my 
greatest fear tonight is that 
the fight for freedom in 
America will become fight 
between me and my 
brother,” Taylor said. 

“Every place across 
this nation some young 
brother who has not will 
take:those of us who have, 
regardless of our race or 
station in life. No one is 
safe from the.monster that 
is created by a system that 
destroys hope," he declar- 
ed.

Practicing Racial Bias 


ready to return to their 
respective homes,’ **Mc- 
Broom alleged. 

Such acts are in violation 
of the guidelines set by 
Title Vi and Title Vi! of the 
Civil Rights Act under 
Medicaid and Medicare 
programs, he said. 


He, said the Eastside 
Ambulance Services was 
started eight years ago “for 
minority residents in the 
city and.surrounding areas 
because they were unable 
to obtain elsewhere the 
type of service that we 
provide.” 


‘It was just yesterday 
that so many blacks and 
some whites too, in this fair 
city were being told by the 
Emergency Squad person- 
nel, see if you can get a 
friend or a relative to trans- 
port you to the hospital, for 
we don't feel you are sick 
enough for us to take you,” 
he said. 


McBroom, who said the 
lack of referrals.is crippling 
his business, and added 
that“even now white ambu- 
lances will not come into 
the predominantly black 
areas after dark. Bution the 
other hand, we transport 
patients any hour of the 
night and we know a lot of 
them are our patients,” he 
commented. 


“vet, he continued, 
“When itis time for them to 
return home and the hospi- 
tal staff finds out that there 
is. Medicare or Medicaid 
money involved, the white 
ambulance services are 
contacted during the day- 
light hours,” he said. 


The Eastside Ambulance 
service “does not receive 
any of the return transports 
from any of the aforemen- 
tioned hospitals,” he said, 
adding: 


“We have made numer- 
ous attempts to solicit 
some-of this- business, but 
all we get is the run- 
around.” he complained. 

Based on this action, “we 
are inclined to believe that 
this system is purely 
racially motivated,’’ Mc- 
In a post script, 
appealed for community 
support “in helping us 
eradicate this practice of 
discrimination in the medi- 
cal field.” He also said all of 
his ambulances are equip- 
ped with heart monitoring 
devices and are staffed 
with. an electrocardiogram 
technician certified by 
Doctor's North Hospital.

A 66 year old Eastside 
man who was found shot to 
death inside.a Mt..Vernon 
Ave. apartment last Wed- 
nesday afternoon, was still 
under investigation by 
police at CALL & POST 
deadline this week. 

Cassell T. Hughes, 385N. 
Monroe AVe., was found 
inside the home of Caroline 
Clark Nooks, 751 Mt. Ver- 
non Ave., police said, He 
had been shot once in the 
chest with a .38-caliber 
revolver. The gun was lying 
by his side, Homicide 
detectives said. 


Police gave this account 
of incident: 


As five to seven persons 
were leaving the apartment 
Wednesday afternoon, 
they heard a door slam and 


then heard a-single gun-; 
shot. Hughes’ body was’ 


found in a room about 4:45, 


p.m. There was no indica- 


tion. of a struggle in the 
room and apparently 
nothing had been taken 
from the victim. 


Homicide Sgt. William 
Steckman said “we are 
looking at it as a homicide, 


although the autopsy is © 


consistent with a suicide.” 
He said they have been 
talking with a lot of people. 
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
